Tuesday’s election attracted one of the highest votes in recent years as 77.2 percent of 


the 1,419 registered voters went to the polls. In the 1957 city election, only 781 out of 1,097 


registered voters cast ballots or 71.2 percent. In 1955, the proportion voting was 76.1 percent, 


but the registration was much lower—only 976.

E. Smith and Champion Also In; 
Run-off Between Bowman, Goldfaden

Local citizens marched to the polls last Tuesday in near- 
record numbers and elected incumbents Tom,Canning and Alan 
Kistler, along with newcomers Edgar Smith and Dave Champion 


to the new city council. 


Incumbent Ben Golfaden will vie with 


Bruce Bowman in a runoffi election Tuesday for the remaining seat. 
An overwhelming endorsement of the proposed $200,000 bond issue 
was also expressed by the citizenry with 835 for and 244 against.

Defeated candidates included 


James Smith, who had served six years on the council previously, 
and Carnie Harper, Al Long, Robert Hull, and William Graff. 


Tie For First 


An unusual result of the ballot- 
ing was the tie for first place be- 
tween Mayor Canning and. Kistler. 
Each candidate received 630 votes 
of the 1,096 cast. Finishing a 
strong third was Edgar Smith with 
625 votes, followed by Champion 
who received 571 votes. 


In fifth and sixth places were 
Goldfaden and Bowman with 455 
and 411 votes, respectively. Since 
neither of these candidates re- 
ceived the necessary 549 votes for 
a majority, a run-off election was 
made necessary. (A_ successful 


council candidate must receive one 


vote more than 50 percent of the 
votes cast). 


The vote-counting lasted until 
2:30 am. Wednesday, and was at- 
tended by most of the candidates 
and a crowd of about 30 citizens 
who observed the count at inter- 
vals of 200 ballots, which was post- 
ed on a blackboard outside the fire 
department building. Long-time 
observers expressed amazement at 
the strong showing of Edgar Smith, 
who led the count at many in- 
tervals, and Dave Champion’s 
strong support. Champion, a com- 
parative unknown, put on a vigor- 
ous door-to-door campaign. Bow- 
man, trailing until the end, jump- 
ed into contention at the last 100 
votes.

When the siren blew three times 
around noon last Sunday, I de- 
cided that it would be a good time 
to take a walk down to the Fire 
House and question the men, upon 
their return from the call, as to 
just what they were doing when 
the call came through. When I 
got there the men were just re- 
turning from a reported brush fire 
caused by an old ignited car seat 
near the playground at the end of 
Ridge Road. Both ambulances 
were also out on call. No. 359, our 
new Cadillac, was making an emer- 
gency trip to Leland Memorial 
Hospital and our old ambulance 
358, was taking a sick woman to 
Prince Georges Hospital. 

Upon questioning the men, I re- 
ceived these answers: two were 
reading the Sunday paper, one had 
just got up, one man was already 
at the fire house, another ~ just 
stepped out of the tub, one was 
clipping hedges, one eating lunch, 
another taking his children’ to 
church, (they had to walk part 
of the way because of the siren). 
When 359 pulled in, I asked the 
same questoin and found out that 
one had just finished cutting the 


‘grass, another was drinking a cup 


of coffee and one was getting 
ready to work on his car, The 
same question was: asked of the 
crew on 358 and one had _ just 
finished breakfast, one was just 
relaxing at home and the last, my 
own husband, was putting a towel 
rack up in the kitchen. It’s in- 
teresting and inspiring to know 
that these men, all volunteers, are 
willing to “take off’ when the 
siren blows. 

At the Prince Georges County 
Convention in Kentland last week, 
County Fire Marshal L. Wolfe 
said that, upon investigation of 
three fire-calls in response to 
dryer fires, it was found that as- 
bestos gloves, the kind used as 
pot holders, were the cause. It 
seems that—asbestos~ cloves ‘retain 
the heat from the dryers even af- 
ter they are removed and when 
put with a pile of cotton garments, 
caused the material to ignite, 
thereby causing the fires. 

Greenbelt’s Ladies Auxiliary an- 


nounces some honors won at the 
county Convention. A Hazard hat, 
based on fire prevention in the 


home, won first prize at the con- 
vention and will be exhibited at 
the County Showcase in Marlboro. 
Peggy Holland won a 2nd place 
medal as the Junior majorette 
most outstanding in the parade and 
competition. The Senior majoret- 
tes won first prize in the Senior 
competition. Our women will take 
a turh at manning the Canteen 
at the Marlboro County Showcase. 
If you get a chance, go out and 


see them this weekend. The ex- 
hibition should prove quite in- 
teresting. 

Your reporter will be represen- 


ting Greenbelt at the Fall Con- 
ference of the Ladies Auxiliaries 
to the Maryland. State Firemen’s 
Association at .Harandale Mall, 
Mad. this Thursday, September 17. 

A summary of the activities of 
the men for the past week includes 
two fire calls, one brush and one 
grass fire without much damage 
or any injury. The Rescue Squad 
ambulances made one trip to Sib- 
ley Hospital, one trip to Leland 
Memorial Hospital and three trips 
to Prince Georges General Hospi- 
tal. They also answered a county 
request to carry a Beacon Heights 
woman with a fractured hip to 
the National Orthopedic Hospital 
in Arlington, Va. One person was 
treated at the scene of her injury 
for a cut foot caused by stepping 
on a piece of glass and two people 
were carried to the doctor’s office 
for emergency treatment. 

Men, the Fire Department and 
Rescue Squad are constantly look- 
ing for new men to join their or- 
ganizations. Come on out and 
offer your services so that you can 
lend a hand when the siren blows.
